The reply filed on July 6, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): Applicant has not elected a species for each monomer mixture and disposable surface modified support. 

Applicant's arguments will be addressed fully in any subsequent action on the merits. However, it appears that Applicant's 
misunderstood the requirement for an election of species. The requirement did not require election of species between the monomer 
mixture and disposable surface modified support, as Applicant's response would suggest, but rather an election of species for each 
monomer mixture and disposable surface modified support, as claim 5 recites two species of disposable surface modified support and 
claim 6 recites five species of monomer mixture. 

In order to be fully responsive. Applicant must elect one from claim 5, and must elect one, or any one combination of, the 
monomers of claim 6. For example, Applicant may elect CPG as the species of claim 5, and may elect either a single species, e.g. 
methacrylates, or a combination, e.g., methacrylamides, acrylamides, and styrene/di vinyl benzene, as the species of claim 6.
